Geo. E. Bell, M.L.A. 
Asks More Ald 
For Alberta Farmers 


While agriculture with industries 
closely connected with it constitutes 
Alberta’s “number one” industry, it 
weceives less aid in proportion to its 
importance than any other industry, 
George E. Bell, M.L.A. for Gleichen, 
said Thursday in continuing debate on 
the Throne speech in the Alberta 
legislature. 

“The farmers in this province are 
‘facing a future with some apprehen- 
‘gion, and are anxious for a national 
*policy which will mean equity and 
security for them. Their position in 
a properly balanced economy is far 
from being clear. They know that 
in tite near future fundamental 
changes of policy are certan to be 
made. 

WRONG POLICY 
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“For the farmer the wartime pro- | 


gram remains almost intact, 
acvepted a subsidized program as a 
war measure essential to price cei!- 
ing, but maintained at the time it 
was an unwise policy, and today are 
more convinced than ever that it was 
& wrong policy because they have 
had no satisfactory explanation as 


to how their prices are to be restored | 


to a fair exctiange position with prices 
at which they have to buy, and fear 
it will mean that agriculture will be 
placed on a permanently subsidized 
basis, 

“The federal government. has al- 
ways refused to act on the recom- 
mendations of agri:ulture organiza- 

_ tions or provincial governments. Past 
experience has proved that juggling 
of subsidies as has been the pra:tice, 
will so depress farm purchasing p2w- 
¢r as to rendér futile all hope for full 
employment for industry or labor. 

Mr. Bell said farmers fee] too much 
stress is being placed on the assistance 
subsidies are to agriculture, “wizen in 
realty. the purpose of the subsidy is 
to aid the consumer and quite oftén 
at the expense of agriculture. 

“If subsidies are necessary to bring 
about a better balance between pur- 
ehasing power and caste of avaijable 
goods, it should be given to the con-| 
eumer as a national dividend. 

FEAR STATE ENTERPRISE 

“No state group is more conscious of 
the importance free enterprise than 
is thie farmer group. They are alarm. 
ed at the ever-increasing threat ofa 
atate enterprise controlling their 
business. 

“We have never had free enter- 
prise. Or present so-called free enter- | 
prise is nothing more than a private 
enterprise monopoly controlled by vig 
ibusinesg. 

“The two old line parties are dv- 
ing more to discredit free enterpyjae 
than are the natjonal sogiajists by 
making the claim that free enterprise 
wil] assure full employment and mux- 
imum production, thus placing on 
freo enterprise a responsibility that 
is not a responsihility of free enter- 
prise.” 

Mr, Bell said that while the Bank 
of Canada statement showed that 
Canada’s production doubled between 
1989 and 1945, the amount of money 
in the hands of manufacturers and 
producers was also doubled. Full em- 
ployment was the result of the cx- 
pansion of money in circylatiqn nat 
the result of free enterprise, 

‘When unemployment confronts us 
agein ae it cextainly will—else why 


answer will the Liberals and Can: 
servatives have for the Socialists when 
they say ‘You tried free enterprise be- 
tore the war and failed tried it out 
again after the war and faijed?” 

“They have no answer, and s@ 
free enterprise will be charged with a 
gailure that is a failure of our econ- 
omic system and is not a failure of 
free enterprise.” 

FOREIGN TRADE POLICY 

Agriculture is vitally converned 
with Canada’s foreign trade policy. 

“During the thirties we were told 
wa must export or perish. We trigd 
ip out ang almost did perish. Now 
that the war is ovey we are again told 
the future of Canada depends on her 
export trade, that we could Jive on 
puy exports, I beljeve we live on our 
imports,” 

More attention should be given to 
finding trade markets so that aftar 
@ couple of years or more, when the 
countries devastated by war will 
not be so dependent on outright gifts 
te puschase Canadian goods, Canada

“We are assured of markets for all 
our goods for the next two or three 
years. 

“The federal government, while it 
has not committed itself to the policy 
that transition from war to peace is 
@3 much @ cost of war as was the 
transition from peace to war, has 
signified some recognition of the pu!- 
igy by its intention to dispose of our 
surpluses for a’time by providing the 
necessary credit to the needy 
countriés’to buy our goods. ix 

“Mr. Howe (Reconstruction Min- 
ister Howe) stated that the long- 
term credits would be given to thave 
countries and if in the future it was 
inpossible foy them to repay these 
loans we would forget about them, It 
would not hurt ug any because we had 
‘disposed of our surplus goods and 
kept employment at a high level. 
DISAGREES WITH METHOD 

“I agree with this as long as it is 
necessary to assist these countries, 


| but certainly. disagree with the method 


of doing it. ‘These credits should be 

issed as a debt against these countries 
and if in the future they find they 
have surpluses to repay the debt, all 
well and good, but they should nor 
be issued, as is being done, by putting 
our own people in debt to our finaycial 
interests,” 

Mr, Bell said that if it were goad 
business to give what might be termed 
“international —-dividends” to thesa 
countries it would be even better hus- 
iness to give’ national dividends to 
“our own people” go they might buy 
more Canadian goods and more of the 
imported goods received in payment 
for those exported, 

“In seeking to find out why these 
problems exist, no matter from what 
angle we approach the problem, we 
always find the source of the trouble 
has to do with money, If we are 10 
provide our people with the abundance 
we know we can produce it will be 
necessary ta make vhanges in our 
monetary system, #f* 

“If those who control our present 
or unwilling to 
provide the means for distributing 
this abundance, | this power of control 
must be taken from them and the 
control of cur credit placed in the 
hands of the people, where it was 
meant to be by the Britigh North 
America Act, 

“It would be a .responsibility of 
our elected government, by means of 
some set up acting through the Bank 
of Canada, to see to it that at. all 
tithes the amount of purchasing pow- 
er distributed is equal to the prices 
of available goods, and then it will 
be possible to provide our people with 
a much higher standard of living 
than could ever be pogaible under our 
present economic system.” 


THE FAMILY 
ALLOWANCE 
PICTURE

Canada’s Family Allowances have 
been in operation now for just over 
@ year and statistics covering the full 


) States 


partment of Health and Public Wel- 
fare. 

Some 1,368,000 families have-«re- 
ceived allowances to date. The min- 
ister reveals that while the largest 
single payment actaully made to date 
to any one family hag been $65 a 
mont the average paid per family 
has been $14.27. 

Two-thirds of Canada’s families xe- 

ceiving the allowance average be- 
tween two and ,three children each, 
There are only 8,644 families in Can- 
ada having two or more children, This. 
represents only one-third of one per. 
cent of the familiey in Canada re- 
ceiving Family Alowances. 
* Families containing between five 
“nd nine children under sixteen tata} 
122,800 and are 1} percent of Canada’s 
families, Those having four children 
or less total over 88 percent of the 
families receiving allowances. 

Families with incame below $3,000 
annually derive some revenue from 
the allowance, though income tax 
exemptions are lowered by the amount 
received in allowances, 

The general picture of Family Al- 
lowances in Canada is that the pay- 
ment of this money each month is 
achieving the desired result in terms 
of ‘better nutrition, better houaing, 
better education, and better opportun- 
ities for the children of Canada,

required? Are we all willing to 
endure more severe rationing of 
meats, butter, eggs, cream, poultry 
and eggs? Only actions will bring

Before the war, considerable progress was being made in extending rural 


electrification in Canada, but in recent years shortages of material and; 


labour, and the need for conserving the sources of power, curtailed this 
work, It is to be hoped that as soon as conditions permit such a pro- 
gram to be resumed, that electrical power will be made available to a 
high percentage of the farms in this country. A recent. survey showed 
that in 1941, 7.3 per cent, of the farms in Manitoba were served with 


electricity. The figures for other Western provinces in the same year were: | 


Saskatchewan, 4.7 per cent.; Alberta, 5.4 per cent.; and British Columbia, 
85.8 per cent. For Ontario the percentage was 87; and for Quebec 23.3.

New uses for electricity are constantl being dis- 
Would Reduce covered, and many of thee aecsveris axel now 
being applied to the needs of agriculture, In Bri- 
Manual Work tain, rural electrification was extended during the 
war, due to the urgent necessity of increasing agricultural output with 
a minimum supply of farm labour, There many means were devised for us- 
ing electricity to speed up farm work and drastically reduce the amount 
of manual labour required. The United States Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration ‘has reported that there are more than three hundred uses for 
electricity on-farms, adding that a farm may be considered “a miniature 
factory, as well as a residence.” Electricity has long been used to simplify 
work and increase efficiency in industry and it is apparent that it can be 
used just as effectively to shorten hours of labour and generally improve 
living ahd working conditions on the farm. The subject of increased rural 
electrification should receive the interest and support of every part of the
